‘Chang “Does Not Desire 
to Fight,” Tokyo State- 
ment Declares. 


TOKYO, Jan. -9.—(#)—Japanese 
sources reported today that Marshal 
Chang Hsiao-liang, military leader, 
charged with defending China’s north- 
ern border, had indicated willingness 
to negotiate an armistice between the 
Chinese and Japanese troops in the vi- 
cinity of Shanhaikwan. 

Although Japanese military author- 
ities were keeping an eye on the move- 
ments of Marshal Chang's troops south 
of Shanhaikwan and in the eastern 


section of Jehol province, a foreign 
office spokesman said the Japanese 
were confident that Marshal Chang 
“does not desire to fight.” 

A Rengo (Japanese) news agency 
dispatch from Chinchow, Manchuria, 
said that General Nakamura, Japa- 
nese commander, had designated Major 
Chujiro Maira to treat with General 
Ho Chu-kuo, the Chinese military 
leader whose command was ousted by 
the Japanese from Shanhaikwan. 

The armistice parley, the Rengo 
correspondent said, will be held near 
Shanhaikwan. He added that the 
Chinese had expressed their willing- 


ness to negotiate a truce.

Allotment Measure Is In- 
troduced In Senate As 
House Hastens Action. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(4)— 
Methods of helping the farmer grow 
—and profit from—his 1933 crops ab- 
sorbed the attention of democratic 
house leaders tonight, while the sen- 
ate studied a variation of the emer- 
gency relief bill introduced by the as- 
sistant republican leader. 

Successful in placing high upon the 
legislative program of the house a 
measure to set aside. $103,000,000 of 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
funds for production loans on this 
year’s crops, Chairman Jones, of the 
agriculture committee, concentrated 
upen plans for bringing the emer- 
gency bill to a vote by Thursday. 

Actual progress with the bill— 
which embodies the domestic  allot- 
ment plan—was made impossible to- 
day by adjournment out of respect for 
two house members who died over the 
week-end, but Jones and his associates 
took advantage of the time to study 
the outlook and prepare te resist a 
host of amendments, the consideration 
of which is to begin tomorrow. ‘The 
crops loan-measure is to be taken up 
as soon as the allotment bill is dis- 
posed of, 

McNary, of Oregon, who is chair- 

man of the senate agriculture com- 
mittee, as well as assistant leader, in- 
troduced the allotment plan in his 
branch of . congress. His measure 
would flatly fix prices to be paid 
farmers on their share of domestic 
consumption of all farm commodities. 
This price would equal the world 
price plus the tariff, with cotton du- 
ties at 10 cents a pound. 
_ MeNary said he had put the bill 
in at the request of Thomas Camp- 
bell, “the world’s largest wheat grow- 
er,” and declined to-give his views 
either toward it or toward the house 
allotment bill. The latter measure, 
sponsored by Jones, would seek to 
guarantee producers of wheat, cotton, 
tobacco and hogs, a fixed price by 
taxing the processing: and paying 
farmers a bounty over actual market 
prices on that part of their produc- 
tion which is consumed within the 
country. The committee has author- 
ized an amendment to include rice as 
a fifth commodity. 

Also introduced in the senate were 
bills to alleviate farm mortgage 
troubles. Senator Hull, democrat, 
Tennessee, proposed authorizing the 
Reconstruction Corporation to lend 
$1,000,000,000 to farm mortgagors to 
obtain lower rates of interest and 
sought to obtain postponement of 
foreclosures for two years. 

A measure by Senator Fietcher, 
democrat, Florida, would authorize 
loans by federal land banks to farm- 
ers in areas lacking farm loan asso- 
ciations. 

These loans could be made for the 
purchase of land, equipment, im- 
provements, or to liquidate indebted- 
ness incurred before January 1, 1933.

PRESIDENT -FLECT 
AND STIMSON TALK 
OF WORLD AFFAIRS 


Roosevelt Goes Over In- 
ternational Problems 
With Hoover Aid But 
Bares No Conclusions. 


‘By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—(#)—With 
a complete picture of the complex in- 
ternational situation, President-elect 
Roosevelt was ready tonight after an 
all-day conversation with Secretary 
Stimson to take prompt action in this 
field upon taking office March 4. 


The informal conversation - with 
President Hoover's secretary of state 
begun over the luncheon table at the 
Roosevelt estate near Hyde Park was 
continued through the 75-mile drive in 
a driving snowstorm by automobile in 
the East Sixty-fifth street home of 
the president-elect here tonight. 

Beyond telling newspapermen who 
were received in the dining room of 
the Hyde Park home that “everything 
in relation to foreign affirs” was dis- 
cussed, Mr. Roosevelt would go into 
no details. 

His request. to have Mr. Stimson 
here at this. time has led to specula- 
tion that thé president-elect is con- 
templating very early action in foreign 
affairs, possibly through present diplo- 
matic channels even Sette he enters 
the White House, but if such is the 
case it was carefully guarded, 

Warns on “Dope.” 

Smiling to the newspaper question- 
ers, he warned that “most dope stories 
are 80 per cent wrong—and sometimes 
more so.” 

Both Mr. Roosevelt and the secre- 
tary of state recalled other instances 
of similar conversations between the 
incoming and outgoing officers of the 
government. 

With the world economic conference 
preparing to convene shortly after 
March 4, the disarmament parley still 
in progress and the war debts issue 
hanging fire, the new democratic ad- 
ministration faces full activity in in- 
ternational affairs. In addition, there 
is the everpresent question of recog- 
nition of the soviet government in 
Russia and the conflict between Ja- 
pan and China over Manchuria in the 
far east.

Wholesale revision of the judicial‘ 


procedure and set-up of Georgia was 
recommended in a report of a commit- 
tee of the state senate, named at the 
1931 session, to investigate judicial 
and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment.

CAROLINA UTLIT 
MUST CUT RATES 


Broad River Power Com- 
pany Plans To Fight 
Commission Ruling. 


COLUMBIA, §S. C., Jan. 9.—(#)— 
The South Carolina railroad commis- 
sion today ordered reductions of $173,- 
446 a year in the rates of the Broad 
River Power Company, of Columbia, 
the first company it proceeded against 
in an announced program for reduc- 
tions of more than $1,000,000 a year 


in power rates in the state. 

The commission's order followed a 
long series of headings at which vo- 
luminous testimony was given by its 
electrical utilities division and the 
power company. The hearings began 
last September 20. 

Local officials of the company, when 
told of the order, said they would 
fight it “to the last ditch.” They 
planned first, they said, to ask the 
commission for a rehearing, and, if 
this is refused, take the matter into 
the courts. 

In a lengthy judgment and opinion 
accompaLying the order, the commis- 
sion fixed $12,500,000 as a “fair 
valuation” of the company's physical 
properties for rate makine purposes 
as against the company’s own figure 
of more than $26,000,000. It set “be- 
tween six and seven per cent” as a 
fair rate of return. 

It said the company, with the order- 
ed reduction. would still earn a re- 
turn of nearly 10 per cent on the 
$12,500,000 valuation.

GUL. GRAYSON URGES 
VETERANS’ PENSIONS 


Calling on members of th® general 
assembly to provide adequate pen- 
sions for Confederate veterans, Col- 
onel William L. Grayson, commander 
of the Georgia division of the Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, has dispatch- 
ed letters to all, setting out that with 
only a few more than 1,000 defenders 
of “the lost cause” left, the veterans 
are growing into old age and are in 
need of their pension money. 

In his letter Colonel Grayson set 
out that at present the state is ap- 
proximately two months behind with 
the pensions and that some legisla- 
tion should be enacted so the veterans 
and their wid«ws may be cared for. 
The Confederate pensions are paid 
with revenues from the cigaret tax 
law. ; 

I. K. Hay, executive secretary to 
Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., said 
Monday that pensions are not two 
months behind. Hay said that the 
November pensions, due December 1, 


| were paid the first week in December 


and that the December pensions, due 
January 1, would be paid within two 
or three days. He explained that the 
delay was due to the falling off of 
the cigar and cigaret tax and that 
it had not been possible for the rev- 
enue department to make collections 
large enough to pay the pensions on 
the day they are due. 


Roosevelt Intervenes 
In Case of Mooney 


SACRAMENTO, Cal.. Jan. 9.—(7) 
Governor James Rolph Jr., today re- 
ceived from Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
president-elect, a [etter transmitting 
a communication that Mrs. Mary 
Mooney gave to him in behalf of her 
son, Tom Mooney, serving a life sent- 
ence for the 1916 Preparedness Day 
bombing at San Francisco. 

The president-elect said he had ex- 
plainedjto Mrs. Mooney that he could 
send her letter to Governor Rolph 
only in his capacity of a private cit- 
izen and that he would do so be- 
cause Mrs. Mooney represented that 
additional evidence had been discover- 
ed. 
Rolph said he would confer with 
Matt I. Sullivan, of San Francisco, 
former state supreme court judge and 
his legal adviser in the Mooney case, 
before acknowledging the letter. 


Kreuger Discrepancies 


Checked Back to 1917 


NEW YORK. Jan. 9.—(®)— 
Manipulation of Kreuger & Toll ac- 
counts goes back at least to 1917, 
reported Price, Waterhouse & Co. to- 
day, following an investigation which 
has been under way by that auditing 
firm since last May. 

From June 1, 1918, to March 31, 
last, said the report, moneys raised 
from the public through the sale of 
shares and debenture issues amounted 
approximately $560.000,000 at par. 
In addition about $164.000,000 was 
obtained through bank loans and on 
bills. 

Most of this money was invested in 
the government and other marketable 
securities, in subsidiary manufactur- 
ing and trading companies and in the 
match monopolies, except for about 
$116.000.000, which were withdrawn 
by Kreuger and remain unaccounted 
for. 

The investments were valued on 
March 31, last, at about $207.700,000 
which, compared with the aggregate 
cost of $458,.280.000, reveals a shrink- 
age of $250,580.000. 


REV. P. H. TRAVIS, 
NEGRO MINISTER, 
DIES AT AGE OF 68 


Rey. P. H. Travis, 68, well-known 

negro Methodist minister, died Mon- 
day morning at his residence at 643 
Fair street. after an illness of one 
day. He was stricken Sunday morn- 
ing as he prepared to go to his 
church, the Wiley Memorial M. E.., 
to preach. 
Travis was widely known over the 
state and had held many pastorates, 
including Gainesville, Rome, Griffin, 
Newnan. Fayetteville, Central Ave- 
nue, Atlanta and the Wiley Memo- 
rial church. He was presiding elder 
of the Griffin district in the Atlanta 
conference for six years, and at an- 
other time was head of the agricul- 
tural department of the Georgia State 
College. in Savannah, for the same 
number of years. 

Well educated, he was one of the 
most respected members of his race 


'and spent his life advancing the cause 
'of the negro. His position was one of 


the highest in the negro Methodist 
church in the state. 

Active in fraternal affairs as well 
as in educational and religious work, 
he had been secretary and treasurer 
of hi. Masonic lodge until failing 
hea'th forced him to resign some time 
ago. 
Surviving are his wife, seven chil- 
drea and several grandchildren. Fu- 
neral arrangements had not been com- 
pleted.

REFORMS ASKED 
NNNEW YORK CITY 


Hofstadter Body Advo- 
cates Changes in Admin- 
istrative Make-Up. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. - 9.—(4)— 
Drastic and fundamental changes in 
the New York city government, which 
in some respects would minimize the 
power of Tammany Hall, were rec- 
ommended by the Hofstadter legisla- 
tive committee in its report filed with 
the legislature tonight. 

_In broad general principles, the 
views of the committee, as expressed 
in the report, agree with those of its 
counsel, Samuel Seabury. 

Some of the suggestions follow the 
line of those made before the inquiry 
board by former Governor Alfred E. 
Smith when he appeared as a wit- 
ness, 

The report summarizes the recom- 
mendations in this manner: 

“We believe that there should be a 
single body elected by proportional 
representation, possessing the legisla- 
tive and policy-forming powers of the 
city; increased executive responsibil- 
ity, particularly in the preparation of 
the budget; a consolidation and sim- 
plification of some of the city depart- 
ments ;a decentralization by _bor- 
oughs of purely local problems; the 
abolition or consolidation of county 
offices within the city (the city is 
composed of five counties), and a re- 
vision of the provisions governing the 
city’s fiscal affairs.” 

The report recommends that New 
York city voters be permitted to de- 
cide, through a special election in 
May, if they want a new charter 
carrying out the suggestions.

SCENT POSTAL GAIN 
SET AT $10,000,000 


Loss in Volume Estimated at 
10 Per Cent, Brown 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(NANA) 
A loss in volume .that will not ex- 
ceed 10 per cent, in comparison witb 
a gain.in revenue estimated at $100,- 
000,000 for the current fiscal year, is 
the net result of the three-cent post- 
age rate for first-class mail that went 
into effect last July, 

This is the opinion of Postmaster- 
General Brown, based on a study of 
the operation for the September quar- 
ter of the one-cent increase, which al- 
ready is the subject of attack in con- 
gress, where Representative Mead, 
democrat, of New York, chairman of 
the house committee on postoffices 
and post roads, has announced his in- 
tention of seeking to have it knocked 
out. 
Opponents of the rate see it only 
as A gana to business which should 
be done away with. The postmaster- 
general does not favor it except as an 
emergency measure. ee 

Mr. Brown makes one qualification 
in his support of the rate under ex- 
isting conditions, and that is in re- 
lation to “drop mail,” or local let- 
ters. For this class, he has recom- 
mended: that the postage be restored 
to two cents, adding that it is not 
equitable to levy the same charge on 
mail handled enirely at one point as 
on that transported elsewhere. 

The 50 largest offices showed re- 
ceipts for the last quarter-—April- 
June—of the fiscal year 1932, prior 
to the new rates, to be 17.53 per cent 
less than for the same quarter of 
1931. Had there been no rate in- 
crease, Mr. Brown says, it is fair to 
assume the same decrease would have 
showed up in the first quarter of the 
present fiscal year. As it was, how- 
ever, receipts for hay August and 
September totaled $73,410,579, com- 
pared with $74,301,583 for the same 
period in 1931, a loss of 1 per cent. 
On this basis Mr. Brown estimates an 
income 6f $100,000,000 from the new 
rates from the whole country for this 
year.

Immediately after Culpepper at- 
tacked the resolution, more than a 
dozen representatives supported his 
stand and on motion from Represent- 
ative Wilmer D, Lanier, of Rich- 
mond county, action on it was post- 
poned until Wednesday, when it will 
be the first order of business. 

The hoyse adopted without a dis- 
senting vdice the other routine reso- 
lutions of organization which also 
were put through the senate. 

Many Senate Bills Offered. 

A number of bills were presented 
in the senate but the house adjourned 
without permitting any members to 
offer legislation they have in mind. 

Elimination of local bills in the gen- 
eral assembly and provision foy such 
matters to be handled otherwise un- 
der a general law would be written 
into the state constitution by Sena- 
for Joe Ben Jackson, Gray, of the 
91st district. Senator Jackson Monday 
offered a bill calling for a constitu- 
tional amendment prescribing that no

Another bill by Senator Jackson 
would amend the constitution by pro-

“T have no particular objections 
to this thing they call technocracy,”’ 
he said, “if. it can be made to work.

PLAN FOR MARKING

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—In com- 
menting today upon Howard Coffin's 
proposal to mark Sherman's route 
throuch Georgia as a tourist attrac- 
tion, Representative Malcolm C. Tar- 
ver, of Dalton, said he was not par- 
ticularly interested in the proposal as 
a tourist attraction, but that he 
thought the route should be marked 
in the interest of a great military 
movement. 

“In fact.” he declared, “I already 
have pending in congress a bill pro- 
viding for the erection of monuments 
at Dalton, Resaca, Cassville and New 
hope Church, in commemoration of 
these historic points and battle fields 
of the Sherman-Johnston campaign of 
1864, and to provide for the erection 
of markers at other points of historic 
interest. along the Sherman-Johnston 
line of march.” 

Mr. Tarver also has introduced a 
bill providing for a monument to com- 
memorate the battle of Ringgold, Ga.,

| Repeal Resolution 


Before Senators 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(UP)— 
The text of the 18th amendment re- 
peal resolution approved today by 
the senate judiciary committee fol- 
lows : 

“Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United 
States of America, in congress as- 
sembled (two-thirds of each house 
concurring therein) 
ing amendment is hereby proposed to 
the constitution of the United States, 
which shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as part of the constitution 
when ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the several states. 

Article XX. 

“The 18th article of amendment of 
the constitution of the United States 
is hereby@ amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 1. The 18th amendment 
to the constitution is hereby re 
pealed. 

“Section 2. The transportation or 
importation into any state, territory 
or possession of the United States for 
delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors, in violation of the laws there- 
of, is hereby prohibited. 

“Section 3. Congress shall have con- 
current power to regulate or prohibit 
the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
drunk on the premises where sold. 

“Section 4, This article shall be 
inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the con- 
stitution by the legislatures of the 
several states within seven’ years of 
the submission hereof to the states 
by the congress.”

$250,000,000 worth of silver bullion 
through the issuance of silver cer- 
tificates was asked today in a bill 
by Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton.

“We have filled all the gaps now 
in this respect—we have completed 
everything for the defense of our 
country, but this had an effect on 
the fulfillment of our five year plan,” 
he continued. “Without this circum- 
stance we doubtless would have even 
exceeded thé plan. : 

“The accomplishment of our means 
of defense, then, is the general result 
of the five year plan in industry. 
Now you can use your own judg- 
ment about the shoutings in the capi- 
talist press about the ‘failure of the 
five-year plan.” 

Contrasting dropping industrial out- 
put in crisis-ridden capitalist coun- 
tries, he declared the volume of in- 
dustrial production in the U. 8. 8. 
R. had increased, three times over 
the pre-war level and had doubled 
since 1928. 

“It may have been better to pro- 
duce more things for broad consump- 
tion,” he said. ‘““We all know we have 
produced less than was needed, re- 
sulting in well known dificulties, but 
consider the consequences of post- 
poning our heavy industrial produc- 
tion in favor of making more shoes, 
clothes and other articles of consump- 
tion. 

“We would have had to buy raw 
material for these things and we 
would then have had no tractors, no 
machinery, no metal. We would be 
without bread. 

“As it is, we have lifted the coun- 
try for all time from its position as 
the object of the military designs of 
our enemies, such as China now is. 
That is why the party is shown to 
have been right in insisting on such 
speed in heavy industrial production. 
That is why the party was compelled 
to lash the country in order not to 
lose a day’s peace for the U.S. S. R. 
We had no possibility of waiting.”

Here is a common question which I find that many capable business men do 
not clearly understand. 

Let me illustrate with a practical case in a distant city which came to my 


notice recently. The men applying for a loan owned a large business establish- 
ment, valued in real estate, plant and equipment at half a million dollars. That 


was the security they offered for a $50,000 loan. 


Suppose the request had been granted. Assume that at the end of any rea- 
sonable loan period, they were unable to discharge the obligation. What must 
the bank do to free the depositors’ money? 

(4) The bank can take over the plant and run it in the hope of 
paying the obligation out of the profits, if any. In other words, the 
bank ¢an go into the manufacturing business. 


(6) The bank can perhaps force a sale of the plant, thereby 
putting the principals out of the business which they have built, and 
probably entailing a heavy loss to the owners. 


No good bank wants to take either of these actions. Therefore, it will not 
make a loan solely on fixed assets.

There was no reason for this except 
that the girls in Beaumont, Texas, 
where I grew up, did not play games 
that interested me. I preferred base- 


| ball, football, foot racing and jump- 


ing, with the boys, to hop-scotch and 
jacks and dolls, which were about 
the only things girls did, 

The boys who were my playmates 
didn’t mind having me in their games, 
because I could always hold up my 
end. In baseball I played third base, 
pitcher. and shortstop, and _ liked 
shortstop best. On the football team 
I usually played in the backfield, I 
liked quarterback best of all. 

I guess the habit of playing with 
bors made me too rough for the 
girls’ games. Anyway, I found them 
too tame. In those days the only girl 
I competed with was my sister, Lily, 
who was two years older, She could 
generally outrun mew and if she had 
ever had a chance to get proper coach- 
ing, she would have been a world’s 
champion. 

PROUD OF HER.. 

I have three brothers and three 
sisters. Lily was the only é6ne of my 
sisters who had any liking for ath- 
letics, but all three of my brothers 
let me take part in their games, I 
think they were rather proud of me, 
because I was able to meet most of 
the boys on even terms. 

I was born June 26, 1913, when my 
family was living in Port Arthur, 
Texas. Two years later my family 
moved to Beaumont, where they still 
live. In 1930, I went to Dallas to 
work for an insurance company as a 
filing clerk, and to play on the com- 
pany’s basketball team. It was known 
as the Golden Cyclones, and was one 
of the best girls’ teams in the United 
States. Up to this time I had never 
taken part in track and field events. 
The only athletic coaching I had re- 
ceived was in basketball as a member 
of the Beaumont High school team. 


The first track meet I took part in 
I won five gold medals—four for win- 


|ning four events, and the fifth for 


scoring the highest number of points 
in the meet. 

_ ‘Before that I had my introduction 
into business. Although I was sup- 
posed to be working as a filing clerk, 
people wanted to buy insurance poli- 
cies from me. The second day I 
worked for the company I sold 10 
policies. 

PRAISES COACH. 

But I think I am outrunning my- 
self in this story. I want to tell 
how I happened to go to Dallas. If 
I had not gone to Dallas and had the 
encouragement and coaching of Colo- 
nel Melvin Jackson McCombs, the 
athletic coach for the insurance com- 
pany, I might not have taken the in- 
terest in track and field athletics that 
I later did. 

I played three years on the girls’ 
basketball team in junior high school 
and in high school in Beaumont. We 
were playing in Houston, and Colonel 
McCombs, who coached the Golden 
Cyclone, was “scouting” the game for 
material for his team. He was not 
watching me, but another girl on our 
team. 

The Beaumont team was having a 
hard time, At that time I weighed 
only 105. I now weigh 133 pounds 
and most of our team weighed about 
the same as I did. Our opponents 
were much heavier. I was pretty 
good that night, and was making most 
of the points fot dur team, but Colo- 
nel McCombs was too busy watching 
the player he had come to see to 
pay much attention to me, 

WINS GAME. 

Toward the end of the game the 
pene was tied at 30-30. In the final 

inute I scored two goals and we 
won, 34-30. After the game Colonel 
McCombs asked me if I would like 
to go to Dallas to work for the in- 
surance company and play for the 
Golden Cyclone. I wanted to do it, 
but I had to talk with my family. 
When I got home I did this, and they 
gave me permission. A few days 
later I received a telegram offerinz 
me a job in Dallas at $90 a month. 
I accepted and went to Dalas the 
next day. 

I had played baseball and football, 
won some prizes for swimming and 
diving, and had _ played basketball 
three years. Since then I have taken 
up golf, billiards, bowling, parachute 
jumping, horseback riding, tennis and 
traneze acrobatics.

Only Yankees and Cubs 
Not Faced With 
Big Cuts.

The survey revealed that when} 
plaver contracts are sent out this) 
week some players on almost every 
club will receive cuts and owners an- 
tici;.ate considerable skirmishing be- 
fore they are brought into the folds. 
Some owners admit the situation 
fra:.kly regarding their own clubs, 
and say the same conditions will pre- 
vail with other clubs. Several owners 
retained the secretive attitude which 
prevailed at the baseball meetings. 


REDS TO CUT. 

Sidney Weil, president of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds, had no qualms in dis- 
cussing salary’ reductions. He said it 
was “no secret-that players’ salaries 
would be cut, not only by the Cin- 
cinnat: club but by every major league 
club.” 

Weil believed players generally un- 
derstand the situation, realize that re- 
ceipts are shrinking and that salaries 
in other lines are being reduced. He 
anticipated little trouble with hold- 
outs in his own club, but figured sae 
owners would have plenty of diffi- 
culty. 

Sam Breadon, of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, declined to discuss terms in 
his 1933 contracts but said he believed 
“any players, with few exceptions, re- 
ceiving more than $10,000 for 1933 
would -be fortunate.” Frankie Frisch 
was the highest paid member of the 
Cardinals in 1932, receiving $18,500. 
Breadon said “Frisch's salary would 
be reduced considerably.” 


PhilsBall, of the St. Louis Browns, 
said “baseball must cut down its 
overhead. The place to start is the 
players’ salaries.” 


SENATORS TROUBLESOME. 


Clark Griffith, of the Washington 
Senators, optimistically said he didn’t 
expect holdout dofficulties, but Wash- 
ington sports writers believe he may 
have a little trouble with Goslin and 
Manush. 


The New York Yankees, Giants 
and Brooklyn Dodgers expect plenty 
of lamentations from their players be- 
cause of a general 15 per cent reduc- 
tion.

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GROWING IN FAVOR 


Twenty-Two of 51 Sena- 
tors Polled Urge Re- 
sumption of Relations.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—With 
recognition of Russia by the United 
States virtually certain to be consid- 
ered seriously during the Roosevelt 
administration, there is a growing dis- 
position among leaders of the next 


democratic congress to favor diplo- 
matie relations with the soviet govern- 
ment. 

In the senate, particularly, a strong 
feeling for recognition existe, an im- 
portant indication, since the senate 
aione may determine whether or not 
the country shal] renew the relations 
terminated upon the overthrow of the 
Kerensky government by the bolshe- 
viki 17 years ago, and the failure of 
the soviet to settle satisfactorily debts 
owed this country by the old czarist 
and Kerensky governments. 

By simply confirming the presiden- 
tial appointment of. an ambassador to 
Moscow, the senate automatically 
would re-establish diplomatic relations 
with Russia. House concurrence is 
not necessary in such a case. 

22 Favor Recognition. 

Of the 51 senators who will return 

to the 73d congress and those whose 
views on the long-controverted Russian 
question were sought, 22 definitely 
went on record for recognition, 20 ce- 
clined to commit themselves and only 
) expressed opposition, some of whom 
attached reservations. 
.The house, apparently doomed to 
have little or nothing to do with the 
issue, was not so extensively polled. 
Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
present majority leader and a leading 
eandidate for the speakership in the 
next congress, is in favor of recogni- 
tion, however. and his opinion mav 
he regirded as influential in the lower 
house of congress. 

In years past. Senator Borah, pres- 
ent chairman of the powerful foreign 
relations committee, has been the 
champion of the Russian recognition 
enuse in the senate. Although in the 


next congress he will be just another | 


minority republican, he may be count- 
ed upon to revive the issue in the 
event the democrats fail to take the 
initiative. 

Democrats Lead Group. 

However, a greater sentiment fa- 
vorable to Russia was found among 
the democrats than among the repub- 
licans. Sixteen of the 22 senators 
who went on record in behalf of rec- 
egnition are democrats, while at least 
four of the remaming six are “insur- 
gents” or “progressives.” La Follette, 
of Wisconsin: Cutting, of New Mexi- 
co, and Norris, of Nebraska, all of 
whom supported Roosevelt for presi- 
dent. and Borah, who refused to come 
out openly for either Roosevelt or 
Hoover. The other two—Lynn J. Fra- 
vier and Gerald P. Nye, of North Da- 
kota—have voted frequently against 
republican dictates. aaa 

Of the nine known oppositionists, 
four are democrats—King of Utah, 
Copeland of New York, Sveppard of 
‘Texas, and Walsh of Massachusetts. 
The five republicans are Barbour of 
New Jersey, Fess of Ohio, Robinson 
of Indiana, Reed of Pennsylvania 
and Vandenburg of Michigan.

BOSTON, Jan. 9.—“)—A hearing 
today before U. S. Commissioner Ed- 
win C. Jenney brought forth the al- 
legation that Dr. Joao Frederico Nor- 
mano, director of the Harvard Uni- 
versity bureau of economic research 
in. Latin America, was in this country 
illegally. 

Dr. Normano was arrested last week 
upon representation of the German 
government that in reality he was 
Isaak Lewin, former Berlin banker 
who allegedly participated with an ac- 
complice in a swindle involving $750,- 
000. He denied knowledge of the af- 
fair. 

Assistant U. 8S. Attorney Haven 
Parker presented a letter at the hear- 
ing on the question of bail for Dr. 
Normano’s release, in which Assistant 
Secretary of State Castle said the de- 
fendant’s one-year visitation period ex- 
pired in April, 1932, and that it had 
been believed he and his wife, Berta, 
had left the United States. He said’ 
an extension of time had been denied 
them, 

Despite the demand by Judge A. K. 
Cohen, defense counsel, that Dr. Nor- 
mano be released in bail to permit 
him an opportunity to prepare his 
case regarding identification, Commis- 
sioner Jenney remanded him to ‘jail 
without setting a date for hearing. 
Jenney intimated, however, that the 
matter of identification would be tak- 
en up again Friday and that he would 
not be averse to considering $25,000 
bail. 

The value of a Brazilian birth cer- 
tificate offered by Dr. Normano at 
the time of his arraignment was at- 
tacked by Parker today. He told Com- 
missioner Jenney that it did not 
“mean anything.” 

A record which Parker said was 
from the office of the civil registry of 
births and deaths of the first zone of 
the municipality of Porto Alegre, 
Brazil, was introduced. This showed 
that by proxy, Dr. Normano recorded 
his birth there on October 18, 1929,

The Child Welfare Association of 


Fulton and DeKalb Counties was call- 
ed to order for its annual meeting on 
January 5 by its retiring president, 
Mrs. W. A. Albright. Reports for 
the year were given by chairmen on 
the board of directors covering case 
work, health, education, supplies, vol- 
unteer service, finance, publicity. Ap- 
preciation to individuals and concerns 
who had assisted in the various fields 
of endeavor was expressed by the di- 
rectors, and the three papers of At- 
lanta, The Constitution, Journal and 
Georgian, were paid tributes for the 
inestimable help that had been given 
in educating the public in the value 
of child-placing and all phases of child 
welfare. 
Newspapers Praised. 

The kind offices of these papers 
have made known to the public the 
ideas of the association in its concern 
for the saving of little children. The 
papers have shown how the associa- 
tion is endeavoring to make of de- 
serted, abandoned. neglected and or- 
phaned children a group worthy to 
serve society, rather than be served 
by that society. 

Mrs. Albright introduced Miss Mary 
Newell, executive secretary, with 
words of commendation and apprecia- 
tion for the excellent work of her 
staff, and Miss Newell in turn intro- 
duced each of her workers who gave a 
different aspect of the child placing 
to the meeting. Miss Helen Pugh 
made an interesting recital of her 
work especially at Hillside Cottages, 
for which she is the case worker. 
There were 31 children dismissed from 
the home, all of whom had to be placed 
in suitable board homes and an equal 
number of other children placed i 
that remarkable institution. Miss 
Pugh told of the increased difficulty of 
finding free foster homes for children 
sinee the effects of the depression, 
with its economic moral and mental 
toll. had necessarily decreased the 
number of people who could care for 
the children.

Rail stocks appeared interested in 
the announcement that the national 
transportation committee would speed 
its report and that the document 
would be more comprehensive than 
had originally been intended. Some 
brokers have attributed recent activity 
in carrier stocks to the efforts of a 
trading group which supported those 
issues last fall. 

Freicht loadings for the week ended 
December 31, out today, revealed a 
decline of 87,801 cars from the pre- 
vious week, which included. Christ- 
mas. Total volume of business was 
19 per cent under a vear ago, a pe- 
riod that embraced the New Year's 
holiday.

LOAN UNLIKELY, 
ASSERTS BANKER

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—()—Occa- 
sional unofficial suggestions that New 
York banks, flush with nonworking 
cash, negotiate a large loan to soviet 
Russia, with the famous Romanoff 
jewels, valued at some $300,000,000 
as security, are received with interest 
but little enthusiasm by leading finan- 
ciers. 

In the first place, capitalists fear 
that they might be accused of lending 
money on “stolen property.” 

“Aside from the moral principle, 
the jewels, in order to come under 
the head of collateral, would have to 
be transported to some place of safety 
outside of Russia. ‘It is not certain 
that any European bank would permit 
this collateral to be stored. 

“Then again, suppose the soviets 
finally defaulted. How could we dis- 
pose of such a huge aggregation of 
diamonds, emeralds, etc., in order to 
make good the debt? All in all, I’m 
afraid the bolsheviks would be out 
of luck in pawning their jewels,” a 
noted banker declared.

NOVEMBER EXPORTS 
ABOVE PRE-WAR LEVEL 


Se 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(P)~ 
Largely due to cotton, the volume 
of foreign exports during November 
was 20 per cent above the pre-war 
levels. 

The bureau of agricultural eco-~ 
nomics reported today that cotton 
exports were 147 per cent of pre-war 
during the month. Fruit with an 
export volume of 423 per cent of pre- 
war and unmanufactured tobacco with 
an index of 144 per cent of pre-war 
were the.only other farm products 
with exports equal or greater than 
the pre-war days. 

The index of all farm products ex- 
ported in November, 1931, was 137 
per cent of pre-war without cotton. 
The index figure for November of this 
year would have been 85 per cent of 
pre-war. 

Grain and its -products exported 
during November were 73 per cent of: 
the pre-war index; animal products, 
63 per cent; dairy products and eggs, 
68 per cent; wheat and flour, 67 per 
cent; hams and bacon, 27 per cent, 
and lard 91 per cent, 

Cotton exports for the five months 
ending November 30, -last, totaled 
3,873,000 bales compared with 2,287,- 
000 for the same period in 1931. To- 
tal exports of wheat and flour in the 
same fives. months were 25,087,000 
bushels, a decrease of 64 per cent 
from th: exports for the same period 
the previous year. : 

While exporés of unmanufactured 
leaf ‘tobacco were per cent of 
pre-war in November, the bureau said 
that the volume exported that month 
was smaller than in any Correspond- 
ing month since 1924,

Dear Miss Chatfield: 
There are a lot of little problems 
that come up in connection with social 


lifé that we girls don’t know how to 
handle and we would like some advice. 
For instance, one of our friends hs 
bad manners. He gets out of the car 
ahead of us and leaves us to get out 
the best way em can, It embarrasses 
us before others, yet it also embar- 


rasses us to speak about it to the boy.' 


Another question that we would like 
answered igs this: When a. boy brings 
a girl a present, should she open it 
in his presence or should she wait 
until he has gone? ‘'TWO GIRLS. 


ANSWER: 

Young boys are often bad-man- 
nered because they are shy and eas- 
ily embarrassed in the presence of 
the girls. When a boy is self-con- 
scious and uneasy, he is often guilty 
of little breaches of etiquette that 
he would never be guilty of if he 
were at ease, He knows better, 
through sheer awkwardness, he be 
haves like a bull in a china shop. It 
is up to the girls to put the boys at 
ease, to make them feel comfortable 
and relieved. You can’t judge their 
manners justly until this is accom- 
plished. 


A young boy is pretty apt to treat 
girls as he has seen his father treat 
women and if he comes from a home 
where he has been taught good man- 
ners and been set the example of good 
manners, once he gets his bearings 
with the girls he will come through all 
right. If he comes from a home of 
poor breeding, where the little courte- 
sies and amenities of life have been 


‘neglected, he has to be taught Low to 
treat a lady, and nobody can teach 
him so well as the girl-friend. If he is 
sensitive she must use tact and dis- 
cretion, or she will offend him. 


There are many little ways in which 
a girl can indicate to a boy what she 
expects and usually he is quick to 
catch on. When he hears her compli- 
ment some other boy for his g 
manners, he realizes that she is insti- 
tuting a comparison in her own mind. 
Sarcastic references by her to his own 
bad manners naturally enough infuri- 
ate him. Any attempt to correct him 
or hold him up to ridicule before cther 
young people will do more harm than 
good and, if.a girl makes a hibit of 
this, she ig certain to alienate the 
boy-friend. Let her excite his interest 
and he is putty in her hands. He will 
not only show her the deference that 
her feminine instinct craves; he will 
treat her like a queen. 


A pretty good rule for all the 
problems that present themselves to 
young girls in connection with their 
social life is to be natural and at 
the same time considerate of the 
feelings of others. When a boy 
spends his money for a gift and 
brings it to his girl friend he is a- 
quiver with hope that it is going to 
be acceptable and that it is going 
to be appreciated. He can’t have 
this assurance unless she opens the 
package and expresses her thanks. 
Naturally enough she is dying to 
know what's in the box, but if she 
doesn’t show normal curiosity about 
it, he thinks she is indifferent and 


he is disappointed.
